American Art is a monthly magazine devoted 
to the interests of the fine arts, graphic and applied. 

Its projectors intend to cover as comprehen- 
sively and as completely as may be the whole field 
of American art, making their publication an ex-

The enterprise is backed by sufficient capital 
and its management is in the hands of gentlemen 
who have had extended experience in journalism 
and in publishing, and are thoroughly familiar with 
art matters. The business manager is Mr. Frank 
T. Robinson, well known as an art writer and as the 
art director of the New England Institute. Mr. 
Lyman H. Weeks, the art writer and author, who 
for the past six years has been art critic and edi- 
torial writer on the Boston Post, is the editor. Mr. 
William M. Thayer, a journalist of twenty years' 
standing, and for ten years on the editorial staff of 
the Boston Post, will be active in the management. 

The magazine is a handsome quarto of about 
forty pages, and each number will have for a frontis- 
piece an etching, engraving, photogravure or other 
example of pictorial art. In its text it will always 
be well illustrated with full-page plates and smaller 
drawings, and supplemental plates in black and 
white and in color will be published from time to 
time. It is believed that in its literary character, in 
its illustrations and in its general typographical ap- 
pearance the magazine will at all times compare 
not unfavorably with the best periodicals of its kind 
now publishing. At the same time, it will be the 
aim of the managers to make it popular in charac- 
ter, so far as that can be clone without detracting 
from its high artistic quality. 

In fact, it is intended that American Art 
shall be worthy of the attention and approval of all 
who are interested in art matters, — artists, connois- 
seurs, artisans, students and the public generally, — 
and the editors and managers hope to receive such 
encouragement and support as their efforts may 
seem to merit. 

The magazine will be a complete record of all 
branches of contemporaneous art thought and art 
accomplishment, and will be indispensable to those 
who wish to keep themselves informed concerning 
the art activity of the present day. Particular at- 
tention will be given to the subject of home decora- 
tion and furnishing, and the magazine will have a 
special department— in charge of an accomplished 
artist — for the answer of all inquiries that may be - 
addressed to it. '
